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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argued that Shamir expressly 
teaches against permanently storing any key share in the signature-generating device. The applicant further cites column 2 lines 42-44. 
Contrary to the arguments of the applicant, Shamir does not teach against storing any key share, but the storage of the key that is 
generated from the key shares. Shamir actually teaches, as asserted by the applicant, storing each of the key shares on magnetic cards 
(column 2 lines 38-39). The applicant's claims do not recite storing the generated key permanently in the device. Claim 1 recites, "said 
second seed value being permanently storing in said smart card." The second seed is used to calculate the scrambling. In the Shamir 
reference the key shares that are used to calculate the final key are stored in the smart card. 

The applicant further argued that Chaney does not teach or suggest using a stored key and a received key in a predetermined function. 
As disclosed in Final Office Action (07/12/05) in the combination of Chaney and Shamir, Chaney discloses a smart card that is used to 
generate a key for decryption and therefore access control (Fig. 4 in combination with column 7 lines 11-13). In the combination of 
Chaney and Shamir, Shamir discloses the predetermined function for implementing the secret share. 

The applicant finally argues that neither reference teaches or suggests a motivation for combining the references in the manner 
suggested by the Examiner. This is not found persuasive. The motivation for using the key share algorithm of Shamir to replace the key 
generation of Chaney is because the key shares and algorithm of Shamir provide a robust key management system. This is because the 
key required for decryption will not be stored in one place and therefore allow for theft of the key (Shamir column 2 the 2nd complete 
paragraph). 
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
